St. Louis, Mo.. Aug. 1.—B. F. Bush, 


president of the Missouri Pacific Rail­ 
way company, has written the Daily 
Democrat-Tribune of Jefferson City, 
which reprinted an article from the 
Boonville Advertiser saying the rail­ 
way was fighting Major and boosting 
Cowherd, to the effect that his com­ 
pany is taking no part in politics in 
Missouri.

“This editorial, assuming that the 
Missouri Pacific Railway company is, 
or thinks it is, interested in the defeat 
of Mr. Major for governor, because 
of some things he has done, a? attor­ 
ney general, lias catalogued a list of 
pernicious, vicious acts committed by 
the company, which, as the repre­ 
sentative of the company. I fe^l it is 
my duty to review. 
It charges, first 
that: 
“ ‘When Mr. Cowherd was taken ill 
a few days ago in Southeast Missouri 
the Missouri Pacific Railway company 
hurried John Cashman, one of its at­ 
torneys, to the southeast to fill his 
appointments.’ 
“As Mr. Cashman is not an attor­ 
ney for the company, and has not 
been connect*»! with it in any capa­ 
city for more than two years past, I 
am not prepared to say w’hetber he 
‘hurried’ to the southeast to fill Mr.

Seldom has a town oeeu more wuoily 
the expression of iis tounders will 
than Richelieu, the tiny square built 
town in the corner of Touraine and 
Poitou. 
It is like some old Greek 
colony. 
The streets are cut a t right 
angles. 
The towers, the church, the 
private houses, are all w*onderful ex­ 
amples of the purest Louis XIII. style. 
They were all built at the same time 
in accordance with the cardinal’s plan 
to form a city by the little chateau 
which is supposed to have been tbe 
scene of his birth in 1585. 
W hether 
this be so or not (for another tradition 
places his birth a t Paris), Richelieu 
was the place the cardinal loved and 
strove to dignify by founding a new 
town. 
He approved the plans of a 
square walled city with six gates, gave 
exemption from taxes to those inhab­ 
itants w'ho built the first hundred 
houses and built for himself outside a 
marvelous chateau, rivaling the state 
of the king, which has since been de­ 
stroyed.—W estm inster Gazette.

The Magic of a Siphon. 
W hen a pipe shaped like the inverted 
letter U, in w'hich the arm s are of 
equal length, is filled with water and 
each end of the pipe is put into a sepa­ 
rate vessel full of water “the down­ 
ward pulL” or weight, of the liquid in 
each of the two arm s w’ill balance the 
other, and if the w’ater is at the same 
level in the two vessels It wdll re­ 
main a t that level in both vessels. 
But if the level of the w ater in one 
vessel is lower than in the other, since 
the two vessels are connected with a 
pipe full of water, the w'ater will run 
dow'n from the higher level to the low­ 
er. 
This constitutes w hat is called a 
siphon. 
A siphon itself has no more 
magic about it than a pencil has when 
It falls or than any other slmilar'phe- 
nomenon in nature, yet some of the 
siphon’s manifestations seem to be 
not only magical, but almost incredible.

This is a place where the children 
can gain health. 
Greenhouses are built to give sun­ 
light to plant life, but the children 
are allowed to grow in sunless rooms. 
The sunroom is best when built 
upon the second floor, facing east and 
south. 
The numerous windows should be 
built close together and set in a slop­ 
ing roof. 
This room should be arranged so 
that it is conveniently Independent of 
the rest of the house, in case of ill­ 
ness. 
Paint the walls cream, and have the 
floor parquet. 
Carpets 
and 
rugs 
should be eliminated from the sun­ 
room.

Altitude and Temperature. 
The lowest tem perature yet found in 
the upper air ts below zero 119 degrees 
F.t at an altitude of twelve m iles, and 
this ovFr Central Africa. 
At an alti­ 
tude of six and a half miles in different 
stations cold ceased to increase, ami 
stationary tem perature or a slight rise 
of thermometer oecurred. 
The highest 
sounding balloon so far is 18.9 miles 
and highest kite 4.3 miles. 
It appears 
that at great heights some gas exist* 
of great tenuity, and this name for it 
has been proposed, “geocoronium.” t<* 
correspond to the corona around the 
sun. 
At a height of eighteen miles tlie 
air is <»ne-seventy-sixth as dense as at 
sea level.—New York American. 


Sulphur. 
Sulphur is a solid, nonmetallic min­ 
eral which has been known from ear­ 
liest ages. 
It is hard, yellow and brit­ 
tle and has a most offensive odor. 
It 
is found in veins or beds, mostly near 
active volcanoes. 
The imported sul­ 
phur generally comes from Solfatia, in 
JSi< ily, but large quantities are also 
procured from copper and iron pyrites. 
These minerals are heated, and the sul­ 
phur, being volatile, ilies oft* in fumes, 
which are conveyed by means of pipes 
to a condensing room. 
If left in the 
powdery State in which it condenses it 
is called flour of sulphur. 
If melted 
and cast into bars it is called roll sul­ 
phur.

decision does 
Lot constitute a final victory for the 
icgular republican, organization. 
Under its terms the rignt of 
the 
Roosevetl candidates to have places 
on the primary tickets will be decid­ 
ed by the full bench of the supreme 
?curt when that tribunal 
holds its 
next 
regular 
session 
in 
October. 
Meanwhile, the names of the Roose- 
\elt men will appear on the ballots 
at the Kansas primary next 
Tues­ 
day. 
The effect of the 
decision 
Is to 
leave the whole 
Kansas controversy 
suspended until October, when It is 
expected the highest court will set­ 
tle it before the national election. 
Yesterday’s 
proceedings 
before 
Justices Vandevanter and Pitney as­ 
sumed national importance, in view 
ol the question involved. This went 
outside state political issues and In­ 
volved 
federal 
and 
state 
rights. 
Speaking broadly, this question 
was 
whether the choice 
of 
presidential 
electors was purely a state 
matter 
or could be supervised by the feder­ 
al courts. 
The action was brought by R. A. 
Marks and twelve other Kansas citi­ 
zens to prevent the names of eight 
'andidates for 
presidential electors,

for Theodore Roosevelt, from being

the 
republican primary 
ballot. 
Marks and his associates de< hired

the republican national convention. 
When the eight publicly

themselves for Colonel Roosevelt the
